87-ITC (PN)/58 dated the 31st October, 1958 and 
39-lTC(PN)/59 dated the 2nd May, 1959 on the above subject, according to which 
exporters of handloom cloth are eligible foe grant of licences for Import of Coal 
Tar Dyes, Textile Chemicals and/or Cotton Yarn, subject to the terms and condi¬ 
tions specified therein. 

2. It has now been decided that exporters of handloom cloth will also be eligi¬ 
ble for grant of licences for import of any special kind of paper which is not 
indigenously available and which is specifically needed for the pack ng of hand¬ 
loom cloth for export, within the overall entitlement and subject to the terms iind 
conditions specified in the aforesaid Public Notices. 

3. The facility given in para 2 above will also apply to the import licences 
which have already been Issued and are still valid. The licence holders may 
forward their licences to the licensing authority concerned for suitably endorsing 
them.
